DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] . 
This invention relates to the creation system of a trouble-back-tone residence recipient 
certificate required since exchange expense is received. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] 

A trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate is a bond which trouble back tone needs 
since trouble back tone receives exchange expense from cities, towns and villages, and has 
physically handicapped person residence assisted living, mentally handicapped person residence 
assisted living, and juvenile residence assisted living. A trouble-back-tone residence recipient 
certificate has magnitude comparable as a health health certificate, and serves as a booklet of 
the about 20-page spread mold in which a need matter is written down, and various kinds of 
need matters are written down in each page including both sides.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] . 
Although a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate must write down various kinds of 
need matters in the written column of each page including both sides since the booklet serves 
as a spread it not only takes time and effort, but filling in the written column of each page in 
handwriting one by one has a mistake and fear of an oversight. Then, although .t is possible to 
print using a printer, since a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate has a printing side 
in order of a front face, a rear face, and a front face from 1 page, by the usual printer, it cannot 
print in a booklet. Therefore, it is possible to print automatically the need [ of having been 
inputted like the automatic **** equipment of a bank passbook ] matter to each page of a front 
face and a rear face. However, structure and software become complicated and automatic **** 
equipment has the problem that costs start the installation.

Then this invention offers the creation system of the trouble-back-tone res.dence recipient 
certificate which can create a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate easily, without 
spending costs. •"

[Means for Solving the Problem] . . . 

The creation system of the trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate of this invention is 
characterized by to stick the cut seal with which information required for receipt of exchange 
expense was inputted into the computer, the need matter which should be indicated in a trouble- 
back-tone residence recipient proof was printed from the inputted information on the cut seal in 
which exfoliation and attachment in a form are possible, and the need matter was printed on 
each page of the booklet of a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate. After sticking a 
cut seal on the booklet of a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate, you may contain 
in a covering case.

[Embodiment of the Invention] 

Drawing in which drawing 1 shows the trouble-back-tone residence rec.pient certificate creation 
system of this invention, the perspective view showing the condition that c_____ing_2 exfoliates a 
cut seal, and drawing 3 are the perspective views showing the condition of sticking a cut seal in 
a booklet. 

In drawin g 1 , a matter required for the issue indicated by the provision application and the 
notice of determination is inputted into a computer 1 at its post of cities, towns and villages 
which publishes a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate. A computer 1 calculates the 
matter which should be written down in a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate 
based on the inputted information, outputs the result of an operation, and prints a need matter 
to three cut seal 2a, 2b, and 2c. 

In drawing. 2 , exfoliation and attachment are possible for cut seal 2a, 2b, and 2c in a form, three 
cut seal 2a from which a format differs in A4, 2b. and 2c are stuck on trouble-back-tone 
residence recipient certificates, and a need matter is printed by three cut seal 2a, 2b, and 2c, 
respectively.

Each cut seal 2a by which the need matter was printed in drawing_3 , 2b, and 2c exfoliate from a 

form are stuck on page 3a of a booklet 3, respectively, and create a trouble-back-tone 
residence recipient certificate. What is necessary is to indicate the format of a trouble-back- 
tone residence recipient certificate beforehand to page 3a of a booklet 3, and just to stick cut 
seal 2a the need matter was indicated to be according to this, 2b, and 2c.

The created trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate is stopped and contained to piece 

of stop 4a of the covering case 4. 

According to the system of this invention, the matter which should be indicated in a trouble- 
back-tone residence recipient proof is outputted from a computer, is printed by the cut seal and 
can create a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate only by sticking on 1 of a booklet 
thru/or 3 pages. 
[0014] 

[Effect of the Invention] 

The creation system of the trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate of this invention 
can create a trouble-back-tone residence recipient certificate easily by inputting a need matter 
into a computer by the matter which should be indicated in a trouble-back-tone residence 
recipient proof being printed by the cut seal, and sticking the printed cut seal on the page of a 
booklet in order. Moreover, since printing to a cut seal uses the usual printer, it does not require 
costs.
